Carr, the only econviet ever
te have ozeaped from the connty prisou
at Holmesbhurg, hos threng!t his own
voluntary art snd dexiee [oon returned
to that institution to weryi ta theee-
yenr stntonce for burglacy

Mepnwhile somewhere In or near
Miflladelphin n wife and twa children
are walting nntil he can return to them
with hiz transgressions agalnsl eoricty
capinted in full, and veady to begin life
at the trade of a tinsmith.

Carr, who i® known otherwise to the
police and the Distriet Attorney ns
Harry Kennedy, J. W, Kellev nnd T,
W. Wateon, was arrested May 20
1016, for burglary. e wan convieted
and given o sentence of from two to
thres years,

When &ie had been at the prizon toy
foue months tare and a mate Jiscov-
eredd aeaposstbility of escape. They had
heen working in the yard and hnd man-
aged to hide a palr of lndders In gome
tnll grass, Ny curious fortune the Ind-
ders were not missed that night, The
next day Cure, WMa portner In the plan
to f“h-nl:l-. nned other conviets were ngain
at work In the yard.

Ity nnother frenk of fortune the
guards were enlled baek to the building
for something, When thelr bueks wore
tirned Care and lis eompanions Insheld
the lwdders together and lifted them
against the wall, A trusty =et up o

slhiout. y '

A guard lfted his rifle, fired and
miseed, Carr with o rope he had con-
cealed In his clothing slid down from
the thirty-tive feet of wall,

Ile lowt no *ime in getting to & rail-
rond track o0l jumping on the fir
fresght train (hat came along. He
found Limself threo days later in Chat-
tanoogn, Tenn. He was cold and hun-
gry. Ile walted for night and broke
intoe o store,

1{e was ecapturcd in the act aund got
a ten-yeir sentenee,

ITe served tive years of this sentence,
tewrning In the mennwhile the trade of
a tinsmith, 1le behiaved so well that ho
sbtiined n recommendntion for parole.

The Governar of Tenneossee agreed
that Carr should be discharged at the
first of this month. With that, Corr
told the Governor that he wnas wanted
in DPhlladelphia, nnd was anxions to
square hin=ef there so that he might
return to his famiy.  The Governor
then could do nothing else but notify
Philadephia polee.

Accordingly detectives from Philadel.
phin were waitiug for Care as he stepped
from the door of the penitentiory at
Chattanoogn.
